On the. negative, Mr. F, E. Meyers, 
editorial writer for The Southern En- 
Bineer, vigorously rebutted the argu- 
ments presented. ‘‘My experience,” 
said Mr. Meyers, “as writer for The 
Southern Engineer, has taught me 
that municipally-owned plants” are 
poorly managed. The gas works in 
the hands of the city council of Phila- 
delphia resulted in a reign of ‘graft’ 
unequaled in city government.

by the legislature in excess of the 
revenue provided to meet the same. 

Concluding, Mr. Hall said: 

“Of course this loan was illegal. The 
ZOvernors have not always horrowed 
the full amount, but some amount has 
been borrowed from year to year for 
many years under this provision to pay 
these appropriations. The money s0 
borrowed has always been repaid by 
the governor out of money that has 
been levied and collected for a specific 
purpose, that is to pay appropriations 
which were tnen not due but for the 
next vear. Thus it will be seen that 
the business of the state has been and 
is being carried on tv a system of 
kiting the funds from one year. to 
another.” 

Mr. Hall advocates the establishment 
of an auditing department for the 
state. 

Bonded Debt of State. 

In reference to the bonded indebted- 
ness of the state, the speaker said: 

“It will become necessary in the 
1915 to provide for the payment. of 
about three million six hundred thou- 
sand dollars the bonded debt of thie 
state, which becomes due at that time. 
Provision should be made to pay this 
debt because it will be to the interest 
of the people to do so, but I recognize 
that under conditions as they now 
exist that this is impracticable, if not 
impossible. This bonded debt should 
be so arranged that it should be final- 
ly paid as required by the constitution 
in such a manner as to relieve 
people from the burden of interest 
upon if.
